Application Status 

1 . In response to the previous Office action, an Advisory Action (mailed on 
03/15/201 1), Applicants filed a response and amendment received on 03/28/201 1 . 

In said amendment, claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-9, 12-17 and 19-36 are cancelled. 
Claims 4, 7, 10, 1 1 and 18 are pending and allowed in view of the Examiner's 
amendment as set forth below. 

Terminal disclaimers 

2. The terminal disclaimers filed on 03/28/201 1 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US Pat. 7,226,993 and US Pat. 7,541,451 has been reviewed and is approved on 
3/31/201 1 . The terminal disclaimers have been recorded.

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 4, 7, 1 0, 1 1 and 1 8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is drawn to DNA (recombinant vector, transformants, 
fluorescent reagent kit thereof) which encodes a fluorescense protein from Fungia 
concinna which are novel and unobvious over the prior art. The claimed DNA does not 
occurs in nature because the gene in nature exist in the eukaryotic Fungia concinna 
which contains exons and introns. Thus, DNA encoding the SEQ ID NO: 1 or claimed 
variants thereof has to be prepared by a process of cDNA synthesis (or other 
appropriate synthesis, for example) from the corresponding mRNA. 

In view of the examiner's amendment and approval of terminal disclaimers, 
instant claims 4, 7, 1 0, 1 1 and 1 8 are allowed.
